IN speaking of the bad effect the 
passage of the civil rights bill will 
have on popular education, Col, JOIN 
M. FuemMina, Superintendent of 
Publie Instruction of the State of 
Tennessee, says: 

“Tfmixed schools were ordered by 


were they attended, the result would 
be rather a juvenile warot races than 
a profitable rivalry studies. ‘The 
people cannot be brought to regard 
the schools as merely civil organiza- 
tions subject only to political govern- 
ment; the school is too close to the 
family cirele not to be subject ina 
great degree to social laws and in- 
tluences. Already the detrimental 
effect of the proposition to inelude 
public schools within the operation 
of the civil rights bill has been severe- 
ly felt in Tennessee... The mere pen- 
deney of the bill in Congress, with a 
possibility of its passage, has begot- 
ten hurtiul apprehensions. ‘The 
county courts of quite a number of 
counties that last year levied addi- 
tional school taxes have this year 
either deferred action on the subject 
or referred the matter to the people. 
School officers throughout the State 
hive been for some time uneasy and 
distrustful. I have, myself, been, 
and still am, in hesitation in regard 
to projected measures of school poli- 
ey Which an enforcen ent of theciv l 
rights bill in reference to schools 
would render valueless. Certainly, 
no sane man, at all acquainted with 
the temper and tastes of our people, 
can expect that any further cantripu- 
tions in the way of school taxes, 
would be drawn irom the publie, by 
either a legislature or a county court, 
for the co-education of the white and 
colored races. the contrary, 
should Congress undertake to mix 
the schools, all school levies would 
cease, The school houses would be 
closed, and the colored people would 
tind that while in the letter of the 
law they would enjoy the right to 
enter any publie school whatever, 
there would be no public sehools to 
enter, aid that, in grasping at a 
shadow,they have lost thesubstance.”’ 

What is true in regard to the mat- 
ter in Tennessee is true as to all of 
the Southern States in which legisla- 
tion is directed and controlled by 
white men. If this bill is enacted 
intoa law, then farewell, and forever, 
to everyihing like popular education 
in the South. 


The Southern Methodist Church 
Conference. 

The Chicago 7ribune thus lucidly 
explains the difference existing be- 
tween the Methodist Church North 
and South, and the effort that is now 
being made at the Convention of the 
Church South, which has been in 
session in Louisville during the past 
week, to harmonize the Mectelont 
element between these two branches 
of the Church. Says the Zribune: 


‘The seventh session of the Gene- 
ral Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, .which is 
now sitting in Louisville, is one of 
extracrdinary interest in the history 
of the Church, The slavery ques- 
tion, which had long agitated the 
Methodist Church (nearly all the 
members of that Church in the 
South being slaveholders), led to a 
division of the Church in 1844. 
In 1845, the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South was organiz- 
ed, operating mainly the 
South. The same cause also severed 
the inter-communion previously ex- 
isting between the Methodist Church 
Southand the English Chureh. Their 
relations with the latter and the 
Methodist Chureh North are the 
principal topics engaging the atten- 
tion of the session. With reference 
to the English Church, official action 
has already been taken in the form 
of a document addressed to the Gen- 
eral Conference of Great Britain, 
which sets forth the fact of the re- 
moval of slavery, which has hereto- 
fore separated them, and adds: ‘The 
Church in the United States has 
cause to be thankful that nothing 
exists to prevent official intercourse 
between your General Conference 
and our own, and we pray that 
both Churches and both countries 
may be firmly united with them- 
selves by coneord, and _ to one 
another by amity.’’ As the tele- 
graph has not yetintimated that any 
action has been taken with reference 
to reunion with the Methodist 
Church North, we presume this mat- 
ter is still pending. In_ 1848, the 
Church South sent a delegate to the 
General Couference of the Church 
North, but he was rejected upon the 
ground that, as important interests 
were in litigation between the two

Mayor Holden’s Address to the Board 
of Commissioners. 
Genilenien of the Board of Commissioners : 


It has not been the custom in this city for the 
incoming Mayor to make any extended address 
to the members of the new Board, but as such is 
the custom elsewhere, and as the comniitions of 
the recent election strongly suggest its observ- 
ance by me on this occasion, 1 trust In your = 
dulgence while L briefly recapitulate some of thie. 
pledges for which we will be held 
and while I indicate to you more fully the ] me ” 
action which I would advise as_the chief public 
servant of the municipality of Raleigh. 

The Board of Commissioners represents the 
legislative department of the city government. 
With it rests the election, and upon its choice 
depends the personal morde, of all subordinate 
officials ; it has the control of financial affairs, 
such as the care of the general deht, the regula- 
tion of salaries and wages, the erection of public 
works; and isalso clothed with other kindred 
powers necessary to the welfare of the commu- 
nity. And as its ordinances are imperative upon 
the various officers, to you belongs the duty of 
prescribing what and the maamner in which a 
thing shali be done, to them the duty of doing 
what you have prescribed, Therefore, as your 
Mayor, gentlemen, I would recommend to you, 
from my place, at this initjal moment, in view of 

st events and the future, that harmony prevail 
in your councils, and that no matter where the 
starting places in your individual preterences 
arise, sthat the common end of your twelve: 
months’ effort be the maintenance of an honest, 
economical, progressive government, adminis- 
tered by faithful, respectable, scber men; and I 
assure you of my hearty co-operation ui all your 
efforts for the general good, 

The present Board and Mayor were clected 
upon the ground of the absolute necessity of re- 
form in the administration of city affairs, and 
especially in the finances; concerning which 
matter I make bold to utter the opinion, that if 
steps are not taken within a reasonable time, for 
the workgcannot be done in a day, to inaugurate 
the promised changes, the expectations of friends 
will be turned into distrust, and the confidence 
which the people have reposed in us will be 
taken away. Jt is a weighty matter. But it 
must be promptly met and satisfactorily dispos- 
ed of,before our promises to the people shall have 
been redeemed. For my part, gentlemen, 1 say 
that I favor new measures and hewmen. Tura 
and overturn is qi! advioe to you, until the city 
is governed asit should be, 

would recommend to you at the outseta 
thorough and exhaustive examination into the 
alleged abuses, Which have seemed so apparently 
incurable and obnoxious; and wherever said 
abuses are made known, let them be corrected by 
prompt and proper action. On the eontrary, an 
endeavor to remedy existing evils without a 
thorough acquaintance with their origia, bearings 
and effects, will give rise to legislation in the 
dark, and of course be atiended with no perma- 
neut reformation. 

Such an examination should embrace the 
status of the present and prospective debt of the 
city: 

Its origin and te whom due: 

The nature of the kinds of credits of whatso- 
ever character they be, now outstanding: 

The amount of taxable property and all other 
sources Of revenue. 

The probable amount of reeeipte into the 
Treasury tor this and for the years to come : 

And a tabulated statement of receipts and ex- 
penditures, of taxable property and of the popu- 
jation of the city, for as many years as the res 
cords wiil furnish the data. In other words I 
would have you place the city on a firm, perspic- 
uous financial basis, since our debts have grown 
so large, gentlemen, and our population is in- 
creasing So rapidly, that this thing cannot be 
haudied ina corner any jonger withoutpublic rep- 
robation. 

I would, therefore, recommend to you the ap- 
pointment of some ove man, not of this Board 
nor of any*preceding Board, having the unques- 
tioned abilltyand character for the place, who 
shall give his time to this subject; for we are lay- 
gg the foundations for future years and not en- 
aged in the shadowy labors of a fleeting day. 

One suitable man could do this work better 
than three or two, for each would have his own 
irreconcilable opinions on finanee, and hence ir- 
remedaible contusion. Let him be fairly com- 
pensated, and let him also examine by your au- 
thority the financial administrations of other 
cities, so that he will be enabled to report a svys- 
tem to you finally to be adopted tor the time to 
come. This was the method pursued by the gov- 
ernment of the United States under Washington, 
and it is truly a safe one. Surely ,we can, al- 
though far removed, profit by such au illustrious 
exaniple. 

And there is another point which I would urge 
upon you as essential to your success in the 
work of reform, and that is the election of a 
Treasurer outside and not of the Board. Andi 
that event, the duties, which I have spoken of 
above, may be, perhaps, most lortunately devolv- 
ed gpon his shoulders. Indeed with the choice 
of a Treasurer, capable, intelligent, and of 
thorough integrity, I can assure you that haif 
your difficulties will have been overcome at once, 
and that “public confidence,’ which is a plaut of 
slow growth, will receive a powerful impetus in 
your favor, 

Indeed, gentiemen, it would be unusual fora 
member of the legislature of North Carolina to 
vote On any matter in which he is personally in- 
terested ; andit should be held equally anoma- 
leus for a member of your Board to be your 
Treasurer, and, at the same time, to sit with you, 
to vote with you and to decide upon his own 
oficial actions, which last is a claim so mon- 
strous that in the event of his wrong-doing it 
would not be tolerated fora moment! Then why 
tolerate it at all? Henceforth I am confident 
that you wid not do so, and in so doing I can 


promise that you will have the approval | of the. 


entire community. 

Experience has also proven that an auditing 
committee cannot efficiently pertorm the duties 
of that important trust, and that such a method 
of auditing accounts should be discontinued. 
And asl have recommended to you ta obtain 
the serviees of a worthy Treasurer, so I recom- 
mendto you now to ebtain the services of an 
Auditor of aceounts. Your city attorney may be 
empowered to dis¢harge this duty, if an oflice 
were assigned to him in this building. Let him 
also bewell paid; require him to remain in the 
discharge of his duties; and by this metnod of 
check and counter-cheek, alth ough it may seem 
to cost something at first, you will insure a safe 
disbursement of the public moneys, which is the 
only true plan of economy after all. 

In regard to the office of Clerk and Collector, 
which has been once divided but is now merged 
into one, I have only this to say, that in the 
event of the choice of an Auditor, this office will 
be somewhat the more regulated in the future by 
your ordinances no doubt; and until you have 
made your decision on that point, 1 have no re- 
commendation as I have intimated to make, 

If you will pardon me I have but little more te 
say beforeI now close. Yet I cannot forbear to 
teil you that in my opinion all public work not 
indispensably necessary to be done, should be 
suspended until the financial condition of the 
city is examined, I am loth to sign a single city 
scrip, to putmy name underany circumstances 
to such an iniquity of abomination. Let the 
greenbacks, which are government promises to 
pay be substituted for cee promises to pay, that 
the laborer may receive the next best thing to 
sold and silver for his toil. And if these works 
are not partially suspended, we but rush blindly 
forward in the path pursued by our predecessors, 
I would, therefcre, recommend to the Board that 
its Committee on streets make an early report on 
this matter, and that some definite conclusion be 
reached at the next meeting, which I hope will 
not be long postponed. I favor the continuation 
of these improvements, however, and do not ad- 
vocate their ultimate neglect or estoppage. 

Finally. gentlemen, I must say that = oll com- 
pelled to do so by an ever-ruling necessity, I will 
not sign away the credit of this city any longer 
upon paper notes and depreciated promises to 

and I here solemnly enter my protest 
against their past issue and their fnture expedi- 
ency under any circumstances. 

A parting word and I have done. Let us have 
Open sessions Of the Board. If there be an 
shady plaees about the city government, abolis 
them instantly.
